2010 ANNUAL STATEMENT OF FCC CPNI RULE COMPLIANCE

This statement serves to explain how the North State Communications telecommunication carrier
affiliates named above (collectively and individually “Company®), are complying with Federal
Communications Commission (“FCC”) rules related to the privacy of customer information. The
type of information for which customer privacy is protected by the FCC’s rules is called
“customer proprietary network information” (“CPNI”).
